British Sweep On East of 
Arras and Capture | | “Bs 
000 in Two Days. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, via London, April 10.—The 
British sweep east of Arras today turned 
the northern pivot of the famous Von 
Hindenburg line and large forces of 
British troops tonight were pressing far 
beyond the top of that German barrier, 
which -was prepared after months of 
labor. 

The manner in which the British have 
advantéed over many enemy trenches, 
which the Germans must have believed 
would protect them indefinitely, has been 
little short of miraculous. The Ger- 
mans themselves have been amazed at 
the audacity of the invaders and have 
surrendered with an air of complete 
mystification. More than 11,000 Ger- 
mans taken during the last two days 
already have been counted. 


FRENCH WARFARE SOLVED. 
The success of the attack launched 


‘ft yesterday against some of the strongest 


sections of the German lines of the en- 
the western front seems to prove the 
fact that the artillery has finally solved 
the problem of intrenched warfare. It 
has taken months of preparation, but 
when the guns were finally re 


mered it into submission, ‘

Tonight the Canadians triumphantly 
announced that the famed Vimy ridge 
had been cleared of all Germans. Vimy 
ridge has been a historic battleground 
in this war. The country on both sides 
is dotted with graveyards, in which 
lie tens of thousands of French and Ger- 
man soldiers, who gave up their lives 
in the fight either to take or to hold this 
imposing position. 

The British, too, have tasted of the 
bitterness of the battles there and the 
Canedians had been holding on to a 
slender position on the western slope all 
winter, only by aceon er 
tenacious eourege. 


NO REASON TO RETREAT HERE. 

Vimy wae one of the vaunted German 
field fortresses, and the British find it 
difficult to imagine any “ strategical rea- 
sons ” that would cali for giving it up. 
More than 3,000 Germans in the Vimy 
garrison, including 100 officers, fell into 
Canadian hands before sunset last night. 

They found hundreds of Germans hold- 
ing up their hands over the bodies of 
their fallen comrades and begging for 
something to eat. 

These men said they had been cut off 
for days from all supplies by the steadi- 


ness of the artillery fire. They could not 
retire and no relief supply columns from 


the rear ever reached the neighborhood, 
where the shells had been falling in con- 
tinuous showers. . 


SOME SULKY, SOME DEPRESSED. 


Among the officers captured on the 
ridge were the commander of the Ger- 
man Seventeenth division, seven lieuten- 
ant colonels, and also severa! doctors, 
whé surrendered with all their staffs.

“Our fighting men and the fighting 
men of our allies in the trenches must 
have meat, if they are to remain strong 
and able to do the hard work of soldiers. 
We have got to furnish most of that 
meat. The only way in the world we 
ean @o it is to eat less meat ourselves. 

“ At my house we have instituted two 
meatiess days a week. We do not serve 
meat at All on Mondays and Fridays. 
I used to eat bacon every morning 
for breakfast. Now we have cut out 
the bacon entirdly. - 

“Of course, I could affor’ to buy 
meat, no matter how high the price. 
But it’s not a question of price at all. 
If I eat meat every day, some soldier 
or workman who really needs it will 
have to go without. If it is a trifling 
hardship for me to go without meat 
two days a week, it is, after all, nothing 
compared with what the men of the 
army are suffering. 

Means Much, if Many. ; 

“Tt may seem a inmfling thing for 
me to cut out meat on my family table 


on Mondays and Fridays, but it would} 


not be trifing ff 100,000 families in 
Chicago should join us. Dverybody who 
does not do hard manuml labor in the 
United States could go without meat 
for two days each week without feeling, 
the effects at al that their 
health would: probably be improved by 
the procedure. It is for the individual 
a very small thibe, but in the aggregate 
it might have a ‘tremendous influence. 
“The business’ manager of North- 
western university telephoned me last 
night and suggested that the univer- 
sity plow up five acres of vacant land it 
owns and plant potatoes on it. I heart- 
ily approved the suggestions. We 
should raise enough potatoes on that 
piece of ground to feed all the students 
in the university dormitories during the 
coming fall and winter.

“J am having the back yard of my 
own place in Evanston plowed up.

“Mr. Armour has not sounded the 
warning too soon or too loudly,’ said 
Bernard A. Eckhart, speaking for large 
milling interests. “‘Our only hope’ is in 
a huge crop of spring wheat.

army and navy to develop the fighting 
power of the United States is now mov- 


gor BLES much remains to be done in 
many directions, the state of prepared- 
ness of the nation and its industries for 
war is known to have advanced by great 
strides within the last few weeks. 

Of paramount importance are the 
measures of codperation being arranged 
between the United States and entente 
nations. These plans have been worked 
out to a great extent, but detaile remain 
to be settled by the British commission 
which has reached this country and an 
American commission now en route to 
London. 

A vital point in the codperation ‘plan 
deals with furnishing of supplies to the 
entente nations. Secretary Daniels to- 
dayagain conferred with representatives 
of steel and ordnance concerns. An ar- 
rangement was reached to apportion the 
facilities between orders for the Amer- 
ican navy and for the allies for the pur- 
chase of steel at a fixed price under 
current market rates, 


New Method of Training. 

Methods to be used in training the 
new American armies, it was learned 
today, will differ radically from those 
which have prevailed heretofore. 

Experts of the war department are 
devoting a large part of their time, to 
working out plans for a scheme of train- 
ing regulated to fit officers and enlisted 
meh for the_ warfare of Europe. 

Army chiefs strongly opposed to 
sending a small body of American 
troops to Europe. This covers Col. 
Roosevelt's proposed division, as well 
as propositions to send even smailer 
units. Experts are agreed that every 
officer and man of the regular army, 
which now numbers about 120,000, is 
required for the training of the new 
armies to be developed within the next 
few months. 


Enlistment Limit at 40 Years. 

The war department, it was announced 
today, has suspended the regulation lim- 
iting new enlistment in the regular army 
to men not more than 35 years of age. 
Under existing law men not more than 
45 years of age could be accepted, but 
tq conform to the administration's army 
bill the maximum age has now been set 
at 40 years. 

The question of supplies for the in- 
creasing numbers of recruits both for 
the regulars and national guard is a
